A Pink and White Holiday

Not everybody, as the letter on this page indicates, 
is satisfied with Sierra Madre’s array of pink and white 
Christmas trees. And in green and red barrels, yet. 

But even if the somewhat bizarre arrangement offends 
your artistic sensibilities, you must admit that Sierra 
Madre is unique. It would also be helpful to realize some 
of the problems the Chamber of Commerce faced when the 
question of Christmas decorations was approached. 

In past years, each merchant was responsible for dec¬ 
orating his own tree. This resulted in a rather shabby con¬ 
glomeration of lights, tinsel and Christmas ornaments 
hung on spindly trees that should have been left in. Ore¬ 
gon. 

Even the businessman who took pains to produce an 
attractive tree often woke the next morning to find his 
pride and joy in the state of a partially plucked chicken. 
Too many youngsters, it seemed, had itchy fingers, and 
in at least one instance a tree was snatched bodily from 
its barrel. (A treenaping has already occurred this year.) 

It was decided, therefore, not to decorate the trees 
again but to paint them. This led to a prolonged debate 
over color. Some wanted pink, some white and others held 
out for polkadot. 

This indicated the necessity of a compromise. Ergo! 
Alternate pink and white Christmas trees. And since the 
trees had to be anchored firmly to the pavement, the same 
barrels that had been used in past years were taken out 
of storage and pressed once again into service. 

Perhaps the barrels should have been repainted, but 
that would have led to another debate and Christmas 
may have been over by the time a decision was reached. 

The Chamber also considered stringing Christmas ban¬ 
ners across the streets, but the co: t would have been stag¬ 
gering to an organization not blessed with a large bank 
account. And surely even the least observant must realize 
that the Chamber here has a long way to go before it can 
be enthorned among the “feelthy rich.” 

Seriously, by any past comparison, the Chamber of 
Commerce this year has done an excellent job. Not only 
do we have pink Christmas trees, but we have the Nativity 
Scene, Christmas music, a gaily lighted pepper tree, Santa 
Claus, a little German band and some type of Christmas 
activity every Friday night. 

And all this has been done—at a not inconsiderable 
cost—to make your Christmas shopping more pleasant. 

To my mind, at least, the Chamber has succeeded in 
establishing an aura of Christmas in our downtown shop¬ 
ping area, particularly at night. As a native of the East, 
where the elements often cooperate to make December 
more in keeping with the conventional atmosphere, I con¬ 
sider this no mean achievement. — H.W.E.

advocate them in preference 
to the basic laws encompass¬ 
ed by our Constitution. 

In this and the next col¬ 
umn I shall try to point out 
some of these fallacies and 
show that despite the sup¬ 
port they have won, they 
are unworkable over an in¬ 
definite period. I shall try 
to prove, too, that those who 
espouse these fallacies are 
really the enemies of our 
free enterprise system—and 
our country. 

The first economic fallacy: 
“Government has something 
to give the people which it 
does not have to take away 
from them.” 

The falsity of this asser¬ 
tion should be apparent im¬ 
mediately, yet the theory has 
picked up strength in two 
decades because some people 
see government doles as 
cure-alls for their troubles. 

On the contrary, govern¬ 
ment is never a source of 
goods. Everything that a na¬ 
tion produces must be pro¬ 
duced by the people, and 
whatever the government 
gives to the people in the 
form of handouts must come 
first from the people them¬ 
selves. 

The second fallacy: “Job 
security can be guaranteed 
by management." 

In our modern economy, 
all payrolls and all employ¬ 
ment is made possible by 
customers—not by manage¬ 
ment nor by government. 
Customers provide the funds 
by which management con¬ 
tinues to operate. 

IT IS TRUE that the orig¬ 
inal funds come from stock¬ 
holders, but unless stock¬ 
holders continue to have 
confidence i n management 
policies — and unless man¬ 
agement continues to keep 
abreast of competition— 
customers will dwindle, sales 
will fall off, profits will van¬ 
ish, and job cutbacks will be 
necessary.

# FIRE 
FLAMES 

By James Heasley 

At Christmas time there is 
a great temptation to deco¬ 
rate with highly combustible 
materials. These range from 
natural materials, such as 
Christmas tree, cotton fluff 
and paper to artificial 
things, such as plastics and 
the synthetic materials. 

Illumination of these ma¬ 
terials by having hot light 
bulbs among them and the 
tendency to add makeshift 
wiring results in fire haz¬ 
ards. Even the electric train 
that father enjoys can make 
sparks to ignite cotton and 
such. So set it up apart from 
dangerous combustibles. 

For extensive wiring for 
extra display, have the wir¬ 
ing done by an electrician 
who is licensed. If you do 
not have a fire extinguisher 
handy, be certain to have a 
good garden hose—attached 
—that can be used in emer¬ 
gency. A small fire can be 
extinguished easily, but call 
the fire department even 
though you are making 
progress. 

Most frequent victims of 
clothing fires are children 
and elderly people. Chil¬ 
dren’s clohing catches fire 
when they are playing with 
matches or get too close to 
fires. Elderly people’s clo¬ 
thing catches fire when they 
use stoves carelessly, warm 
themselves at fireplaces and 
radiant heaters or fall 
asleep while smoking. Much 
of the clothes worn at Yule- 
tide parties are fluffy and 
loose fitting, adding to the 
danger. 

Few, if any, of the fire¬ 
men will leave town on 
Christmas and we are hoping 
that we do not have a fire 
call. However, the willing¬ 
ness to respond is real. Don’t 
fail to call early if fire 
starts.
